They ehall lo like manner ezclpde aoy pereon who 
has been declared by the Turf Clnb In Ireland or by the stewards of any 
recogolaed meeting in anv country to have been guilty of any corrupt 
or f^ulent practlM on toe tnrf. 

(Iv) If aoy caae occor which Is not. or which Is allsged not to be, pro- 
vlaed for by theee rulee. It shall be determined by the stewarde la such 
manner as they think jnst, and they shall report the caae with their de¬ 
cision (and with their consent to an appeal. If they five each conaeot) 
to the Ktewards of the Jockey Club for cooArraaitoo. 

(V) The decision of the stewards; or of the Jockey Clnb lo case of 
appMl, shell be Anal, and shall not he questioned In aoy court except 
by leave of the stewards by whom It was msde. 

(vl) A steward may appoint a depnty at any time. 

7. The powers of the stewards continne after ibe meeting for all por- 
poeei relating to dlepnies, objc^tloDt, penslUee and dlaqaailAcatlons. 

Judges^ Starters aad othor OffleiaU. 

8. A Jodge. a starter, and a clerk of the scalee shall be sppolnted for 
every meeting, subject to the approval of the stewarde. 

No jndge. starter, clerk of the course, clerk of the scales, or other 
official, can employ a deputy or substltnte during the houre of racing 
without the consent of the stewards. 

A race cannot be decided noless the judge or his authorised deputy 
or substitute, or a steward, occupy the judge's box at the time when 
the horses pass the winning post. 

The judge shell send a report of the result of the race, signed by him, 
to the registry office.

OBUBaAL OOKOmOXS AND RB9TRIOTIONS. 

Age of Horees. 

8. (1) Hie age of a horse shall be reckoned as beginning on the 1st of 
Jsnusry In the year In which he Is foaled.

(III The top weight In a baudlcap shall not be less than 8st and 
If ths highest wel^t accepted be less than this It shall be raised to 8si 
ann the other weights shall be raised In propi»rtlon. 

(Ill) No burse shall receive allowance of weight or be relieved from 
extra weight for having been beaten In one or more races, provided that 
this rule shall not prohibit maiden allowances, 

(it) No horse shall carry extra weight ftw having rnn second, or In 
aoy lower place in any race or races,provided ibai this rule ehall not 
eieropt a horse which ban recelveid &10U or upwards for having been 
placed, from being debarred from maiden allowance by the conditions 
of any partlcnlar race. 

MieceUaneous. 

n. Hohjr^t to the FXpreaa provision* of the conditions of a race, the 
following rules shall apply to all cundUlous of races: 

(I) Wlnulu^ during me year shall Include all prises from the com- 
mencemeut of the racing season tu the time appointed for the aiart. and 
shall apply to all recogolaed racea lo soy country, aud winning shall 
Include walking over or receiving forfeit. 

(II) The valov of prise# not In money most b# advertised. 

(ill) In estimating thu value of a race there shall be dedneted the 
amount of the winner s own stake, and aoy moMw payable to other 
burses, or out of the stakes by the conditions of llm race. 

(Iv) Conditions referrtug to maidens shall meM maidens at the time 
of the start. 

Id. No plate or sweepstakes shall be run for nolese tbe valoe to the 
winner. In case tbe race la rnn by two or miNW hursee. will amonnt to 
£1U0. But If Ibe valoe would amount to £1U0. if tbe race w« re to run. 
a horse msy walk over, allhuagh he thereby receives lese thau £tUO, 

18. No person can rnn lor a plate, either In his owu or any other 
name, two bors«*s of which be Is wholly or partly owosr, unless permit¬ 
ted to do eo by a special clause In tbe cooalilou.

14. A horse shall not be quallAed to run for aoy ptatj or eweepetakes 
unlees he has been end ^>i»iloues duly eoirred for the same.

Provided that If the time so advertised fells during a Newmarket rsce 
week, aoy entry to he made al Messrs. Weatherny's may be m^e at 
Newmarket, wbethvr so advertised or not.

Personally. 1 lo»k oo It af> simply an as8eiubla<;s of brokers; prices 
regulate tbvuisvives as they do where pork or bides are coucemeu. and 
Uia a matter of Indltfereuce loan Bugll b betlluff man wbetber you 
Invest your century or your modest Aver on a favorite, or on au outsider 
provided ibst he does nut overlay bla book. He. ae as a rule, dare not 
eveu reserve a fancy horse 10 blniseir. by not laying agamat him; aud 
tbiiugb be may be very aweet uu a borae be soou flnda out that laylug 
agaiusl everyiblug auil being lallefled with tbe cumuaratlvely moderate 
profits accruing therefrom will in tbe long run pay him far better than 
having a fancy even for a certa'nty. Occjisloually the process termed 
'Vklnuiug the lamb," that of laying against everyiblug except tbe bori>e 
that proves the winner, and hacklug ^'0 with another book mailer, la 
accoiupllsbed. when uf course iberi* la Jabllailon by tbe bmikmaker and 
wailing aud gnashing of teeib by tbe public, but tbe practice Is as rare 
as the atiompt dangerous.

Take him all round 
aud It le very bard to beat him anywhere. He Is not oaturally. perhaps, 
a good trotter—csitaluly Is not eo when got bold of at Bombay, for no 
Is rarely brought over till five yvare old and after belug to a certain 
extent bandied, and therefore Is not l•eeD at bis best lu frtinl of wheels; 
still be will work fur a week, always looks a plcturo. Is a lamb or a lion 
as you wish, aud. If you are satisiled with 9 or 10 miles ao bour, not to 
b« “sneezed at" eveu In draught, lie Is no high jumper as a rule, 
though there are a few exceptiooa; but wbeu riding after a Deccan 
boar over eometblog like sheet rock, and as If with a spare neck In 

f our pocket, you would, when yon see vour pig suddeuly rise aud fall 
11 tbe air. and so know that there Is a nullab or rift lu the ground, 
perhaps 90 feet deep. Id front of you, rather have vour trusty little 
14-baud Arab under you tbau even tbe mighty Cbanuler, clearer as be 
was of W feet In a steeplechase lo Bnglsud. 

1 propose, however, to look at tbe Arab as a race bone. Abont No¬ 
vember almost a fleet of Arab boats cslled buggsltiws sail down tbe 
Persian Gulf, tbeir ctrsoea having mostly come from Usgdsd. and 
acroaslo Bombay. On board of each of them are crowded, like aardlnesln 
a box. from 95 to fto Arabe.wbo land so weak aud ibln that wbeu first seeu 
lo a dealer’s stable—and there they are packed naariy as closely as oo 
board-a man would think be bad but to give tbe end ous a 
above to see tbe whole row collapse like a card trick. A 
few daya* rest aod lots of fresh lucerne works woudere wItb 
them, however, till, like the woman at tbe elder Wel¬ 
ler's memorable tea-flgbt lo Pickwick, you can almost see 
them ewell before your eyes. Tbe real judges of an Arab assernble 
whilst they are still scarecrows, and buy so many frameworks; for 
though a fresh lauded oue msv be picked up fur $I0U, a tbousaud 
may oe offered In vain lu a week. Pure Arab mares are De*er seeu in 
ludla, cud wbat tbe Bedouins, (by no means tbe best judges.) suppose 
to be tbeir best horses are also kept bv the tribes. 1 remember a burse 
asterwards called “Viscount." finding bis way to Bombay, where be 
was bjught fora small sum, and passed Into tbe possexslon of a Col. 
Blood, who woo tbe Mysore Gold Cup with him, aud then broke biro 
down. He was called ou one evening by an Arab, and was glad to sell 
biro tbe bone for $790; but bla cbagrTu was great when he fuaud that 
the horse bad beeu aome months before stolen by one tribe from 
another In a daur (raid), and that bis pore Ni-jd blood made him price- 
lese to bis original owners, who bad actually sold off camels, horses, 
mores, teuts. and slaves, aod chariered a ship to Bombay especially to 
bring him back, and that be might have commanded almost soy price 
for him. 

There are, or were, magnates of tba torf In India, who buy any 
aod every green Arab colt they see. who will not look at an English oi 
Ansirallau horse, which latter they call “jungly" burees, tbeir ideas of 
colonies belug that they are all busb or juugTe; but these are AsIsUcs, 
the most proinlneot ainoug them being one Ago Khan, wbo used to 
buy 1(D colts a year. Tbia old gentlemao Is chief of a rollglooe sect 
called tbe Kojahs, wbo have for agea past alm(»st 
worshipped tbeir hereditary bead wfose wish alone 
would ensure his receipt at any momeut of all tbeir 
wordly wealth, for bis written permit Is believed by them to be 
snfllcleot to pass thorn straight luto paradise, where the number of 
slmond-eyed virgins who are to receive them, is dependent 
oo tbeir liberality and his encomia. Neither Uepworib Dickson ■ 
free lovers nor Mormons In general are a patch upon tbe Kujobs whose 
virgins used always to be siibmltted for tbe Ags’s approval, and lo a 
coaoUy where 

"Woman Is but dust, 

A eoolieaa loy for tyrauia lust,** 
no honor greater than sneb submission before going Into the 
hum-drum of (lomeaticlty could be hoped for by a Kojsb lady. The 
Aga D uow. alas, well stricken In years nod sdvauclug cmlizatiun will. 

I rear rub bis heir. Aga Jau, of ibis most luvcioua perquisite of his rank 
when be steps Into bis fstber'a slippers. Tbe old geutleman was a 
thorough sportsman iti bis way, aud almut race time, bla belting of au 
eveniug prodlgioua; but be respected not tbe bidding uf tbe prophet 
concerulug liquor, and It w 4# given out and always understood that uo 
bats made witb tbe Aga after 7 p. m., held good, aud bis retainers 
generally managed to get him home before 9, tbe naual boar for the 
lotterlea to cummeoce.

California’^ Trotting Interest. 

Mr. Jos. Cairo Slmpaou bos been over to the Palo Alto ranebe to sea 
tbe stock wbicb Guv. .Stauford bought at the Bluoy Furd farm. He 
gives Ibe following description of Klectloneer: 

Bred by Charles Backrasn, Stony Ford, N. Y., foaled 1668. by Rys- 
dyk's Uamblelontan, bis dam Ureeo Mttuuulu Maid by Ut-niyCluy. 
tbe dam of Fruauero, Dame Trot, Miranda, Blaine, etc. BieClloiieer is 
a rich browu, wlib both hind feet white. He Is remarkably like bis 
lllustrloua sire lu his general appearance; a heavy muscular horse with 
a plain look, wbicb at flret does uot Impress the eye. Us is over 15 
bauds, but appears lower uutli be is closely exsiulued. He U a long, 
l«iw horse, bis entup higher Chan bis withers, with a plain bead, aud a 
good-natured, sxpreostve couuteuauce. Tbe Hue Is a long oue from 
the poll tu tbs setting uu uf ibe tall, tbe cheat being arched, tbe back 
stralgbi, tbe loiu brood and ilslug, and tbe sweep from the bip to the 
back ahowlDg the pniper auiles. His tail la thin, reseuibllug thul of 
bis grmiidalre Abdallah. His quarters ore “well let down." os borsuuieu 
say, I. «leap aud corrylug Ibu width behiw the gosklns, the upper and 
tower muscles vre large. Tbe stifles show a great ilesl «»r p«>wer, os 
well os belug placed su os to admit a free action uf the biud legs. 

Uls “midme piece'* Is capital, givlug evidence of a strouug consiitu- 
tiou, but bis sbuulder Is ritber thick, and scapula Umj much on tbe per- 
peudicular.

When his pedigree la studied aud (he do'ugs uf his near re 
lative* considered, you do uut wouder that a wealthy gem lemau who 
takes a pleasure lu breeding, aud is suxlons to beueflt aud Improve ine 
breed uf the Aniurlcau trotter, should pay even $ntflU0, wbicb was the 
price Govi-ruur BUuford |Hild Mr BacKiiiau for him. Tbestreufbls 
dam. Harry Chy, was a flue IMtier himself, and the winner of the 
Hainbletoulau and Clay strains have been proven to nick, as Bt. Julleo, 
Bodtue aud others bsve shown. 

There are good rea-ous for this croaa turning out well, tbe loug 
■weeping stride of tbe descendsiiU of Abdallsb was made more effec¬ 
tive by the uuion of the sharper knee action of Harry Clay, who had a 
dash of Flench blood tbrougb Burrey. tbe dam of his alre.

Mav Flower wonid aleo give him a flue chance to show a trotter, and 
to fact, there Is ou lack on the Palo Alto rauebe of the right blood and 
form lo give this favorite from Bloiiyford tbe opportunity to diallugulsb 
blmoetf Tu the stud.

It is noted abroad prliiclpslly fur bavtug tbe largest mso- 
ufsetory (u (he world for the msklug of ctraw bsis end boiiuets. It 
aleo bos au undisputed claim to belug oue of (he prettiest villages In 
New England, If U does nut bear the palm. Its well kept streets lined 
ou either side with shade trees. Its nest white cuttage bouses, with here 
aod there more Imposing dwellings; Its beautiful cominoa, and the 
geoerai air of good taste and prosperity would arrest the sUentioo of 
the artist aud tbe msu of boslueas. But it has besides tbesj another 
attraction, which was to me tbe crowning beauty, aud that Is. one of 
the best stock farms lo the couutry. and one of (be fluest collectiou of 
flue horses U has ever been my happiness lo look at. The owner. Mr. 
M’m. T. Cook, Is a gentleman of meuDs, one of the psrtuere ami the 
busluess manager uf tbe Uuion Straw M'orks. He loves a burse be¬ 
cause be is a burse, and this ronduess for that noble auiinal has re¬ 
sulted In bis being tbe pusseasor of some of tbe handaouivsi aud best 
blooded stock lu ibe couutry. of which be may well *be proud. He is a 
breeder simply for bis own pltm^ure; nut for pecuufsry galu. for be baz 
never sold uue of bis pets. 1 thought that a de-criptiou of the farm 
and stock might not be uuliiteresling lu ibe readers uf tbe Chicaoo 
Fiilo. Mr. Cook and bis right baud man, Msj. C. F. Howard, wbo Is 
•u)4eriuteudeut of tbe farm, gave me every aileutlou duriug my visit, 
and for the many courtesies 1 received (rum them, 1 herewith publicly 
return hearty thanks. 

rziBLawN rziiM 

la located about a mile from tiiu center of tbe village, and contains 
eighty-four acres, tweuiy-five uf which is muwlug. There 
Is au apple orchard uf four acres and a pear orchard 
of twu acres ImiiiedlaU-ty back of (he bouse wbicb yield 
tHmutifully every vear. Tbe baiaoce of tbe farm Is pa»iure 
laud of the btist kinu, wl b the exception uf the gardeu. In (his are 
raUed large quantiiles of strawberries. blsckberrl«s. raspberries, and 
other IrultJ. There la also a grapery, from which bus beeu gathered In 
one season over three tons of the choicest varieties of grupes. The 
house and barns, though nut showy urgluger-breotly, would attract the 
notice of tbe roost casual observer. There la such a good solid look 
about them, sud such a sttggeslitm of comfort to luau aud beast. lu 
froui of tue bou*e, and partly overbangiug It. are four Immense elm 
trees, wboie ctK>l shade lu tbe hot Bnnuuer days must luaae that piazza 
a perfect paradl«e. Opposite to tbe biuise. and ouly a few rods dislsut, 
is the irottiug park, wbicb .Mr. t.'ouk built last year for bis tiwu private 
use. aud to be used lu exercising tbe borses. It bss an egg-sbape 
track, half mile, iblrtv-ihree feet wide, and la couslrucUd lu the 
iborougb manner. Billy Wimdwsrd does the baudiiug, and wbat 
be dou t know about a horse Isn t wurtb knowing. 

Tbe luslu hern Is eighty four by f«>rty (w«i feet, sud is used chiefly 
for horued Slock. Mr. Cook wa^, a few years ago. a very successful 
breeder of Jersey cattle, uuli) be bnd the inisforitiiie to lo«e tbe greeter 
part of bis herd ny disease, since which lime be bss giwu tip lireedlng 
them, end turned bis sttentiou entirely to horses. His herd of Jt-rsiel 
took Second prize st (be New Kuglaud Fair lu 1674. as a herd a<.d in¬ 
dividual meinhers of It bore aaay mauy first prizes, lie lias uoW 
Iweuty-fuur bead of cattle, amoug wlilrb are some very bi>K>ded sud 
vsluaole sultuals. Tbe arraugemeut for stalls aud for veuihatiou lo 
(Uis stable cannot be belter. It is perfect, m Is also tbe under-draiu- 
lug. of which there is over three ttiousaud feel. Tbe other barn, wbicb 
Is really a wing of tbe larger 4»ue, is seveuly by lliirty-elgbt feet, and Is 
Lite horse bsru. There sre teu box end eight open stalls. Tbu grain 
r'KXU Is ou the st'coud floor, end hss slides for ibe ditferunt 
kinds of gralu runnlug lo the stable below. TUe drinking end iiiixlug 
iruiighs are supplied with water from s bugs irou tank at the top of the 
bnru, which bolds «iver liiree ibousand gallons. Tberu is a cellar undrr 
both borus. which Is used for “a piggery." and tbi* atH«) bus feed slides 
from tbe grainery. T(ietW4» bsru-* will hold one hundred sud thirty 
tous of bay. wbicb is unlimded end pacsed Iniu tbeiii by horse power 
tbrungb su arraiigsnisul of rMpus aud pulleys, wbh b must be "uiolghty 
cuuva^uloiil." One of Howe's platform scales, capable of wulgiiliig 
seven tous, is aiioibrr uf tbe m «uy g04)d Ibiiigs at ibis inodol farm, and 
“baudv Ui bsve." Thu barness rinnu is comiuiHlIous and well furnished 
with all sorts of "gear." 'fliere are umuerons sheds and outbuildings 
for various purposes, bnt wbicb t need not de-c ibe. as there Is nolblng 
of particular Interest about tUem. There Is a Urge exercise yard opeu- 
mg out from the stable, tu which is a sort of stall occupied by lbs 
nisres wbeu vislUfd by the stallion. There Is ai*o a det-ryard. occupied 
uow by two California deer. A year or two ago there were half a dozen 
or more. Uut some have died, two escaped, and a-one beeU given away. 
The two left are buck and doe, s<i pribahly tliu betd will liicrea-e. Mr. 
Cook has another place of oue hundred and sixteen acres, which bs 
calls “Wayside Farm." which he uses only for pasturing. Jt has no 
butidlugs ou it except a very large barn, which was tmllt to give tba 
boraes shelter from snn sud storm. There is one good festuru to Ibis 
farm aside from Its affording most excellent pasturage, and that is (ha 
rail road which ruos directly through the whole length of It. ThIa lu- 
stead uf being a iiulsauee. ss some might suppose It to be. Is a posilivs 
beuafll Tbe colts b* Ctiuie so fatiillisr with locomotives and cars that 
they have no terrors for them, but will feed unconcernedly wilbotU 
lifting tbeir beads a« they go thundering by.

Having been for some time a reader uf tbe Chicago Fikld. and see¬ 
ing so much wrllleo as regards the relative merits of the pointer and 
of the seller, 1 beg leave lo advauce iny opinion on tbe aabject. My 
reason for It is the article in your Issue of 13tb Inat. by "Aoser/* of 
Lake City, AJlnn., iu which be advo¬ 
cates the anpcrlorlty of tbe pointer 
over the setter, and that be la better 
adapttd for gentral use In tbe Nurih- 
west tbau tbe setter. 1 beg leave to 
differ with him. t admit tbe poluter 
cau go longer without water, and en¬ 
dure more beat tbau (be setter. Hot 
when you bave alluwedhiin these two 
poiuts you bave alluwed Mm all that 
be Is ae>>erving of. I would ask 
''Auser'* if It Is more criiel to force 
an animal Into tbe water In tbe latter 
part of March or the Arst part of April 
tbau In tbe inootb of November. As 
to forcing, I bave forced a iminter Into 
the water when I fell sorry for him, 
aud ashamed of myself for seudlng 
him; hut did not with to leave game 
behind if 1 could get it. 1 have sent a 
Better to retrieve ducks when tbe 
sloughs were froBen over except a 
small bole in which tbe ducks were 
sitting, and which (bey kept from 
freeaiiig by moving around. Ue had 
to break tbe ice to reach them, aud 
then bring them iu some atx or eight 
rods. 1 lulled Ave and be brought tbe 
last as well as tbe Aret; that waa in tbe 
Kali of 1874. Ue has done all of my 
banling ever since on chickens.quails, 
snipe and woodcock, lie U a red dog 
81^ Iticbes at shoulder, weight In 
biiutliig condition &7 lb«.. and not for 
sale. Although a * native cur.” 1 have 
Been a pup from him. wnico, at Ave 
months old, pointed from scent, a lark 
for half an hour hv the watch and then 
I Aiisbed tbe bird. Some writers 
maiiitain that tbe setter Is not as 
Btauneb as (be pointer; I bave found 
no difference In tbat respect, but will 
aay that ibe Irish setter has tbe most 
dash of any of the doga 1 ever bunted 
with. My opinion la, tbat a dog tbat 
ia never practiced any In Winter on 
retrieving small articles, etc., and allowed on the atreet. wlU 
on being taken out tbe Arst of tbe season raise Cain for a 
while. 1 geuerally allow my dog to accompany me to my 
place of busliieav about two ur three days In each week; and If ttte 
weaiherle Ane take blm for a walk on Snnday afternoons, taking care 
tbat he obeys when on tbe street, (or at borne,) Ibe tame aa he would 
be obliged to If t waa hnntlng Mm. By doing this I have no tmnble 
with the so-called wild and heMdstrong Irish setter. 

As ”4Dser” atatea In chicken shooting, tbe prairies are covered with 
rank and wiry grass, particularly around the sToiigba and low parts of 
the country, it la In tbia wiry, cutting grasa where I bave fonnd tbat 
tbe setter could do belter than tbe pointer, aa bla feather protects blm. 
while tbe pointer, being ahort-halred. fa belngcooUnnally scratched and 
and cut hy the rough grass. 

To lllnatrale tbe p»lnt I wilt aav, I took a polntar that came from 
Minnesota here to Wlscoualu, ana went ont anipe shooting In tbe Kali 
of *75; be hnnted well the moat of (be day. bat aa we were going to tbe 
wigon 1 noticed between tbe bind legs the entiote waa worn raw from 
contact wllb !be rouub graas, and tbat there waa a email stream of 
blo^ trickling down bis legs, while the setter was aa well aa ever, ex¬ 
cepting tbat bis feathering waa a little worn. 1 do not aay bat tbat tbe 
pointer, if well bred. Is game to the bsekbooe, will face a thicket of 
nriars and plunge in tbe ice-cold water to retrieve a bird for his master; 
bot I do say (bat In my opinion, and aa far as 1 bave been able to learn 
by boniing with both doga. tbat for every-day work from the drat of 
April unilT (be succeeding Arst of January, on all kinds of game, in Its 
season, tbe setter la superior to the poluter, and belter adapted to tbe 
work In tbe Northwest.

FIELD TRIAL* AND WHERE TO HOLD THEM. 

In consequence of the scarcity of birds at the last Mem¬ 
phis Beld trials,'it was generally conceded that on this ac 
count the suburbs of Memphis were not adapted to field 
trials, and that some other locality would have to he se¬ 
lected. Some accessible place In Iowa, Indiana or Mis- 


raavon why field trials should be confined to the Southwest 
and West. While in the East game is nut as plentiful, yet 
there is enough in many places where trials could be held, 
and if not now sufllcieot by stocking and protecting the 
grounds, in a very short time enough could be bred to 
answer the purpose. ^ . 

The sportsmen of Stamford, Conn., have determined on 
having trials this fall, and we know there are in 
Stam^fd and vicinity those who are Just the men 
to carry the project to a satisfactory resull.and to ^ve it the 
liberal patronage it deserves. The sportsmen of mltimore 
also intend inaugurating trials next Fall in Virrinla, and 
from the energy and spirit of enterprise they exhibited in 
their late bench show inere is but little doubt that they 
will manifest the same in conducting their field trials, and 
that not only from among themselves but also from thoM 
out of the city and State will their list of entries be filled. 
The prizes they will hang up for contest will be hand- 
some—as at their bench show—and as then it 
is not to be supposed that they will bo 
left to competition among themselves-, but on 
the contrary they will be called on from abroad to defend 
them, and vigorously, too—a fact, from our acquainUnce 
with them, the projectors of the trials we are sure will be 
gratified at rather than otherwise. 

The beneficial effects of field trials, and bench shows too, 
we regard aa being very potent on the prewryaiion 
of game. Indeed we look upon them as having indirectly 
done more for the preservation of game than all the sports¬ 
men's meetings yet held. When a man possesses any^ing 
of use he naturally wishes to utilize it. Consequently let 
a sportsman become possessed of a 
and he realizes that in order to derive the 
pleasure its possession should give, he must have game 
on which to make its uillty practicable, and be is thereby in¬ 
terested in the protection of game, and is so made an earnest 
protector of game far more effectually than by any other 
means. ^ „

will be remembered tbat last year, in coniequence of a de¬ 
ficit at the close of the show, the cash premiums, both for 
dogs and chickens, were not paid in full, but pro-rated, 
which caused general dissatisfaction and gave rise to much 
controversy on the subject. The cause for this deficit il 
was claimed by the officers of the Association, was to be 
accredited to the dog department, which whs not unnatural, 
as the association Is composed almost entirely of chicken 
fanciers. Those members who were interested in the dog 
Ijurtiun of it, however, give the reverse reason, and claim 
that the deficit was caused by the extrav¬ 
agant premiums offered for chickens and pigeons, 
amounting, in many instances, even at the pro-rate 
figures to more than the birds were worth; and also to the 
very heavy expenses incurred in fitting up the building. 


THE HAND-WRITINO ON THE WALL. 

Recent events pertaining to the trotting turf have been 
the subjecu of editorial articles In the CHicaoo Field. We 
have exercised our right aa an independent sporting jonr- 
nal to express our opinions without fear or favor. By so 
doing, however, we seem to have become a target for a little 
random shooting from the Turf, fitld and Farm. Not be¬ 
cause we are, or have been in any danger, do we take any 
notice of its harmless practice; but simply to express our 
surprise, tbat, with iu reputation for making bull's eyes. It 
should have made no better score. However, it baa added 
to its repuUtion of proficiency as an organ-grinder, if it baa 
tost somewhat in notoriety as a target-shooter. Our in¬ 
dorsement of the Breeder’s Association and 
of the formation of a separate trotting association 
upon the Pacific Slope, seems to have disturbed its usual 
equanimity. 'The prospect of our Ontairo neighbors doing 
likewise, evidently has exerted iu Influence in this same di¬ 
rection. Nor has the probable withdrawal from the Na¬ 
tional Association of many of lu Western members con¬ 
tributed in any considerable degree to its serenity. 

Nor are we unmindful of the fact, that our reserve 
has not been conspicuous in reviewing the future pol¬ 
icy of the great circuit as foreshadowed through its col¬ 
umns. We have opposed this policy, chiefly because it 
aimed to increase the perquisites of these associations at the 
expense of owners of entries. Our opinion was franklv ex¬ 
pressed, that this was a step backward, and that if the busi¬ 
ness is expected to prosper, the breeding Inleresu of the 
country, the penalties for entering and starting trotters 
should be diminished and not increased. We have called 
the attention of those interested, to the fact 

that the troiUng of horses as a money 
making enterprise under the past order of things 
was ruinous to owners and breeders. The fact 

that the Cricaoo Field has spoken very frankly as to the 
ring management of the National Association may have 
contribute slightly to its effervescence. Possibly it was 
offended at our references to some ot iu Indiscretions, in 
the form of uniotentional admissions, that under the exe¬ 
cutive management of some of its' friends, too much ought 
not to be expected of the National Association in the direc¬ 
tion of elevating the trotting turf. For these and other 
reasons of minor imtiortance it should not surprise our 
readers that the Cuicaoo Field has provoked the target 
practice mentioned. Notwithstanding the balder-dasb of 
iu swash buckler, we shall continue to pursue the course 
upon which we have entered. Earnest in the advocacy of 
the true interests of the trotting turf, upon all proper occa¬ 
sions we shall protest against favoritism, fraud and vindic¬ 
tiveness; against incompeiency of judicial qualifications, 
aud against any policy indicative of ring management.

Althoaffh the common law gives to the land owner 
the exclusive right of kimog game while it Is 
on his premises, It is notorious that trespass upon his 
land Is dilBcult to prevent. It Is true that he baa a well 
denned and admitted right to eject a trespasser, and, to 
that effect, be can use whatever physical force Is necessary 
for the ejection. But this violent procedure often results in 
such collision as makes the attempt by force dangerous. 
Game laws, amongst other things, aim to replace this per¬ 
sonal violence with legal procedures. The law as it exists 
is merely one of simple trespass—a law which measures the 
wrongfullness of the trespass by the damage done in enter¬ 
ing or passing over the land. In ordinary cases the damage 
assessed is merely technical. In some stales the statutes 
punish the offender for shooting or killing game. To bring 
the trespasser within operation of the law it is necessary to 
show that he actually killed the game. Any one can see 
how diiffcult this proof must be. A man may have his bag 
full of quail, and be may have been shooting at them—but 
this not legal proof that be killed any, and the possession of 
the bag full Is no proof that they were killed In the partic¬ 
ular locality alleged. 

Hence the law of common trespass must be so modified 
as to make the presence of a person armed or equipped with 
the iustrumenis used for the killing or capture of game 
prima foci* or presumptive evidence of intent to poach, 
and to punish it as poaching. This modification of the 
common trespass law is that which has been taught by all 
public ex|>ericnce to be the tine qua non —tbe absolute es¬ 
sential to the protection of sbuoiiag rights. Wher¬ 
ever tbe legislature of a State is uuwilline to make 
this modification of the law of trespass, all efforts for the 
protection may as well stop right there. If the punishment 
attaches merely to t he killing or capture of game, all ex¬ 




evasion so easy that, in practical effect, the law is a dead 
letter. To remand the protection of tbe game against kill¬ 
ing only, on a man's land, to tbe constant vigilance of tbe 
owner is to burden protection with too great labor 

To trust tbe ejecliuii of trespassers to tbe physical force 
of the owner, supplemented perhaps by savage watch dugs, 
is to piovoke violence aod blood shed. In such circum- 
Btaoces tbe game is uot worth the cost. 

It is to be expected that, almost as a matter of course, if 
such a modificaliun of tbe trespass law as is above indicated 
should be passed by the Legislature at almost any Stale, 
there would be a very general bowl of indignation 
and injured innuceoce. It would be said "this is 
tbe rich man's law” "what is tbe poor man to do fur his 
manly recreatiun and spurt,” "none of your Buglisb game 
laws for America" etc., etc. Tbere are some of these 


people with whom no argument would avail. There are 
some again who will listen to reason. I will have some¬ 
thing to say to both by aod by. 

What I have said heruiofure has bad reference chiefly 
to the law in regard to the land owners rights in game. 
Tbere is however another branch of tbe game law which 
has reference to public rights in tbe matter of game. 

It is not 10 be denied that the public finds in game a very 
considerable source of food, hod that, in tbe preservation 
and increase of it, the public weal is concerued, Just ia tbe 
degree that an abundance of food is the basis wealth of a 
nation. Just in that degree has tbe public a dumioatiug cou- 
trul over khe sources and prtxluciiun of food. It is out of 
this that the Stale has tbe power and the ri^bt to enact such 
laws as, not only regulate tbe exermse of private 
right, but protect also the public right. It 
is true, however, that she seldom exercises her 
dominant rule except through tbe pruiection of private 
rights; aud in stimulating the abundant production of food, 
amongst other things, she leaves tue volume of the pro¬ 
ducts to the coercion of interest rather than to the coercion 
of law. Thus, while it is of the highest moment that beef 
should be abundaut and cheap. She merely protects, with 
all her power, tbe larmer io his ownership and care of cat¬ 
tle, leaving him to tbe free and s.ife exercise of his right to 
use bis land in cattle or nut, aa bis Interest may dictate. She 
gives him proprietorship in domestic animals. Sue allows 
him to kill every calf or to rear It to maturity. She allows 
him to winter aa many cows and bulls for brood slock as he 
chooses. She allows no one to kill or injure them without 
the consent of the owner. She makes him the keeper of his 
domesiic animals. She punishes all who trespass upon his 
rights in such property. Shu does nut appoint policemen hi 
guard the farmers stuck. She dues not appoint policemen 
to keep trespassers from trampling down his grain. Fur all 
such purposes tbe makes the farmer keeper and policeman, 
and sue clothes him with the power and authority necessary 
to thuss functions. Sbs provides penalties fur tbe infringe¬ 
ments of his rights sod courts to enforce them. She does 
not direct tbe number of brood stock of each kind which 
sball be kept. Tue stock is not the property of tbe State, 
and she finds besides that interest, tbe farmers personal in¬ 
terest, best regulates the bead of stock it is best to keep. 

Game and fish are the property of the State. Somebody 
owniiBverything th .t can be owned. That which is appor¬ 
tioned to peisonal ownership, persons own. That which is 
not or cannot be apportioned, the State owns. So much of 
the land as is transferred to individuals is private property; 
what is out, the Stale owns. Game In its wild and vagrant 
condition cannot be apportioned, and therefore tbe absolute 
property io it, is in the Slate. She may give to an individ¬ 
ual a conditional ownership of the game, but no. mure. 

The Slate, therefore, being tbe owner of game In its uncon¬ 
ditioned status, is the custodian or keeper of it, aod may and 
should excorciss that wise husbandry of it which may serve 
to make it yield fur public use tbe largest practicable amount. 

This Is Just what each legislature should do, because it is 

j ust wbai the good of the commonwealth demands; It is 
ust that which gives to the shooting men the most to shoot 
and to the eating men tbe most to eat, and these are the 
tribes of men concerned In game. 

How to do it is the question for legislation. It is a well 
founded maxim of law making that the lest the law has to 
do by direct agencies the better; or, applied to tbe matter 
under consideration, that It is better to leave tbe details of 
the regulation made to the guardianship of private interest. 
In other words, It is better to mske it the Interest of indlvid- 
nals that a law should be executed. To appoint ofllcials to 
tee to it that no game should be killed in close time, that no 
fish or game should be taken by wasteful or unfair methods, 
would involve an expense not warranted by the public utter- 
pals at stake. 


The way It is done, when done at all, is this; closed terms 
are appointed; that It, no one is allowed to kill game in the 
breeding season, or while the existence of the young de¬ 
pends upon parental care. Ho one is allowed to kill game 
while It is unfit for food, etc., etc. No one is allowed to 
kill or capture game except by certain melh.ids. Now 
how much would It cost to have the fields and forests of the 
State of Illinois patrolled by a body of police large enough to 
prevent infractions of tbe law. Tbe thing U not practicable. 

Tbe experience of nations has shown that the more nearly 
game can be placed In the attitude of property, the more 
cbuaply and eftfciently it can be cared for. By enabling tbe 
owner of land to derive from game a profit out of that 
wbicb is on hit premises, the more nearly it ia placed ia a 
condition allied to that of domestic animals Tbe owner 
of tbe land, thus having In effect, tbe income I'n mss or in 
potte, Is as much interested to preserve, to increase it, to 
husband it, as if be was tbe absolute owner of it. 

Thus and thus alone is it practicable to make game plenty. 
All experience baa shown that game laws left to be enforced 
by the public officers, are of but little efficiency. The kill¬ 
ing of game out of season, the over-killing of it, outrages no 
public mural sense. It effects nobody's interest very mate¬ 
rially; nobody cares to array against himself the whole army 
of |Mt hunters, to have bis buildings burned, bis stuck In¬ 
jured, &c., &c. The guild of sportsmen embraces two 
claases; first, those who are fair minded, public spirited, 
gentlemen; and, second, a lot of men, also, who would not 
be chosen to specially adorn any body politic; and these two 
classes are not in that relative proportion which promises 
much for game conservancy. As evidence of this it is only 
necessu^ to c<inslder that it is Just the uoornumeotal di¬ 
vision of tbe body of so-called sportsmen, who has so over¬ 
killed and has so wantonly killed off the original stock as 
W have made in most of the best habitats fair shooting or, 
indeed, any sport a merest mockery of s|>ort. If you doubt 
ihisjust take your stand on a Sunday moruing at an outlet of 
some great city, and see ihe avalanche of greasy black¬ 
guards rushing out to war upon everything wearing fin or 
leather. These are tbe bowlers who are horrified at game 
laws. Tbit is the tribe of free and enlightened citizens, which 
holds tbe pruiection of game to be "the rich man's law I" 
"the detested aristocrat rule of English laod-lordism" de¬ 
barring them from the “manly 8|>orl'' of bagging lorn tits, 
barn door pullets, tame ducks sod sittiug quail. They 
have a law unto themselves. They write it oo their ban¬ 
ners. They bear their banners. On them is written, “Tue 
Law of Guab.” 

Header, if you owned somewhere, where these fellows 
weekly go, a country residence, a market garden or a farm 
made cheery with the gambols, twitter, chatter, sung of ibe 
winsurae little things that keep their homes about yours, 
if you bad about you some few broods of quail gruw'iug to 
strength of wing and to plumpnea.s for tbe next November 
sport, when bruiher Ben was coming out for a day or two 
to have a little shooting, wouldn't you in such ca.se or cases, 
rather have some belter law to keep these sportsmen (save 
the mark!) off, than the law of fisticuffs? Now to these 
sons of IshmacI, we would venture to suggest that, if after 
all you are nut making sport a pretext fur a spree, the con¬ 
dition precedent for s^rt ia the existence of something in 
the shape of fin, fur or feather, to catch or kill, that if you 
kill everything, some arithmetical law might (lossibly dem¬ 
onstrate that tbere will be nothing left to kill; aud that, io 
these circumstances, a law which you term “Ihe rich man’s 
law,” robs you after all of nolbiogsave tbe chance of a brook- 
side spree, that your “sporting''^ leaves tbe land as bare of 
life as the palm of your nknd (unless, indeed, you have tbe 
ileb) and that, according to Gunter, (and here 1 am ariib- 
nielical again) 0 from U leaves 0, and the final 0 is all your 
lo-s. And so good bye; forgive me fur out offering you mv 
bond, may you be happy. You have my benison. I con- 
fe.-s more welcomely tuan my venison; peace be with you; 
I hope you may become better and wiser men, and,‘if it 
ia not too much to ask, cleaner. 

Alib' lUgh to the seeming, the restriction of the right of shoot¬ 
ing to tbe owner at tbe land is a hardship on those who lose 
thereby a quasi traditional right, j'el upou a fair and candid 
view of tbe question it will Im evident to every right iiiinu 
that it ia nut ouly Ju.st, but that in the lung run it is better 
for the sportsman. Ohio is certainly a good quail country. 
It presents all tbe conditions for bearing a large bead of 
this kind of game. Yet with tbe unlicensed or rather tbe 
unbridled shouting practiced for a aeries of years, it has 
been found necessary to interdict this kind of shooting en 
.tirely fur a few years to the end that, being uudisiurbed 
for that time, tbe quail may have a chance to multiply. 
Every one who shoots quail in that State must have recog- 
nizea ere the passage of the law, the necessity fur tbe law. 
With this statute in operation. It is notorious that still thous¬ 
ands of quail are trapped and shot, and that except amongst 
honorable spurisnien, the killing goes on in a measure or 
rather in certain districts almost uninterruptedly. Out ot 
this it comes to pass that tbere os elsewhere, those who de¬ 
sire to do li'giliiuaie sbuollng have to go where birds are to 
be found in greater abundance, and where sbootiug Is al¬ 
lowed. 

Now the hardship of this is that tbe law abiding sports¬ 
men, are dtlven by the law defying sporUiiien, to a greater 
lues of lime and money to procure legitimate sport. If Ohio 
could have hud in operation game laws efficient to game 
cunservance, it is questionable that, even paying to the far¬ 
mers a g'todiy rent for tbe privilege of abootiog, the shout¬ 
ing would have come much cheaper to them in both time 
and mouev than It does to-day. Even the market hunter 
would flud it more t rofiiable to shoot over preserved lauus 
than over that, which by reason of being unpreserved is 
messuarbly barren of game. 

Any one who doubts this may satisfy himself that It Is 
true if he will once consider wbal It costs, reckoning the 
the lime and other expenses to be accounted for, to kill a 
dozen quail, on an average, in the VVeslem States—Slates 
•o situated aa to have tbe markets of the E:iat open for the 
sale of nme. Is it not notorious that hardly any where in 
the thickly settled distrintt, Is it possible for a pour man to 
make a living in shooting stationary ornon-inigratury game. 
True, an occasional big bog is made, but one day's prosper¬ 
ity don't do for a year. 

Reader, did you ever think bow( many quails might be 
reared ou a five hundred acre farm, of average quail feeding 
capacity, without any lou or detrimeut to tbe crops? It 
certainly would not seem unreasonable that each acre would 
bear two auailt aauually for tbe bog. Tbe utmiwi expense 
attending It, would be for a little feed In snow time to ibe 
brood stock kept over. Add to this tbe rahbiu, ruffed 
grouse, etc., and consider how much a mere market burner 
could profitably give, in game rents, for tbe shooting over 
this land, situated close to bis resldeoce? Let those estimate 
it who are familiar with the game nruduct possible to this 
area of land, protsotsd from poaoblag and allowed to bear 


annually, the game which could find feud upon it, wiili no 
loafers banging away every day to scare off mure than they 
killed; no mere wild land, uniuucbud by culiivalioii, could 
ever bear such a bead of game as is possible to equal ureas in 
thickly settled countries; and this, JTor the simple reasrin, 
that on wild land all kinds of vermin, which prey upon 

? :ame, increase with the increase of their food, while on 
arms in thick settlements the vermin find always a d';slruc- 
tive enemy in man. In all personal lands the owner kills the 
hawks.foxes.iiolecats, weazioH, minks, etc., us eagerly almost 
os bu would kill wolves infesting hissheop walks. Tuis is the 
reason why no wild lands in tliis country bear so Urge a bead 
of game as can be found in English or French |ireserves. 

Vvith us tbe farmer bos no motive for ihe the destruction 
of vermin, save for the value of the lur.or for the pruiection 
of domestic animals. 

No one who bos not considered the matter carefully, is 
aware of the number of quails, woodcuuks, snifie, grouse, etc., 
which are destroyed by hawks, the nuinber tb;a is de¬ 
stroyed, in a single season, by u vagrant cat. Now hawks, 
cats, etc., arc easily destroyed when llii-re is a iiioiivc to it, 
e. g., when tbe owner bus a properly, quuliliud though it 
may be in the game. 

Tbe ouly kind of game in Ibis country, which, by any 
accumulation of its numbers isinjuiious to the turuicr 
is tbe rabbit, and this is so easily kept down that 
no one neeil be troubled »tHi them. There is nut u gamin 
in ibo country who would not wbuop ui Ihe cbaiieu of thin¬ 
ning off tbe rabbits when too ihUk, and that with never a 
gun in bis band. What with ferrets, snares, deadfalls, 
traps, etc., tbe Job Is easy enough and p.-ufiiable, (ou. 

In all the maltpr of apparent eoufiicliDg interest between 
tbe communities of land-owiieia and spin -men, every Just 
mao must admit (but the legal, and the equitable right is 
with tbe farmer. No man who has rver hud ihe feeling of 
ownership in real estate, who has eve. owned a home of bis 
own, bo It H cottage or a farm, but bos bad a certain in- 
stinutive feeling of outrage whenever a stranger, without 
business with him or excuse fur the entry, cume invading 
bis premises Dues not every one seeing such an unbidden 
entry fail to ask himself, wbal is he d ling Urre? D.ies any 
body rejoice over it? Does not every one feel tbal bis 
bouie, bis land, is his own? and dues nut every invasion at 
it, with purpose or iaient, seem, in some degree a wrong, 
an offense against him? If you see a man wandering through 
your orchard or fields don't you feel inclined to 

ask what in the d-1 are you doing here? If you 

see a man picking up apples in your orchard do you not feel 
ibal, in some sense, your proprietorship is iguored! even 
though you would have given him ten fold what he was 
taking, if he had exercised the grace of askiug. How would 
you feel brother spor.siuun, if upon yuurlarm, where you 
Uad taken care to spare suuie tufts of standing wheat where 
the ben quails were sitting in the harvest time, wuere you 
h.rd spared the storm driven biitls docking to your sheds 
and barns through the winter, birds that you iilmusi seemed 
to know so fearless hod they come to be by reoaou of your 
care, birds whose broods you bud "lotted ' on for Novem¬ 
ber’s coming sport, came a lot ul mannerless churls who, 
without as much as "by your leave," day in aud day out, to 
kill off all tbe quail, and leave you with scarce u luaihur to 
flavor the broiling iron? 

It is of no use talking about it,this Jealousy of ones rigbts 
lies ih bis inmost nature, away down in the "buttuni ul Ins 
hoots ” Y'our indiguation for tbe apple a man lakes uubid- 
den from your tree, is uot because at me value of me apple, 
but of tbe disregard of your rigbu. 

Tbe truth is, tbuse of us who are fair minded sportsmen, 
must remember tba' tbe land owners of this country are in 
practical effect the law makers for me country. Instead of 
Oeing their enemies we ought to make them our friends. 
Pudo this is to do Justice to ibcin. With their help we can 
make a game law with no loop holes lor vagabnnds to 
crawl through. Tbe sooner the better pariuf tbe slnutiog 
guild lops off from itself its d.tcruditablc class, tlie Sixmer 
we will be Just to ourselves and cau be Just tuulUers. 
"Thrice armed is be whose cause is just.’* 

F'or ibese blatant fellows who rally under tbe flag of obab, 
who develop their manly muscles in the pursuit of song 
birds and barn dmir pheasants, or fur your weaulmg spuits- 
men wbo can never kill a wovKicuck unless one could tie a 
bow knot in its juvenile bill, or u quad unless when wbisl- 
ling its "bob white" on a wbcul field fence, to call ihem- 
selves spurisuien is simply arrogance. They arc a set al¬ 
ways howling about Ibeirowu ngUls, and always outraging 
every body mse's rigbts. They ure the lellows who rob all 
honest8|H>rtsincn of all chance for spurt. They cry out 
against a law with the instinctive hatred of nil law save that 
upon tbeir banners w rit. Tbere is a maxim io the Unas

which will apply with singular aptness to them. Men like 
these, wbo in tbeir “sporlsmansbip" good luck!! outrage all 
law, and decency for that matter, can appeal with little 
grace to law. The men wbo above all others destroy game 
ruthlessly, wantonly, uselessly, ure not to be consulted or 
heeded lii considering wbal honest folks should sav or do 
about game laws. Lhx.

We greatly fear ibe gentleman will Hiul it a difficult mat¬ 
ter in obtaining such a cross, as the birds are so tolally dif¬ 
ferent in nature, and wo seldom find a like hybriding even 
even in fowls that are thrown logeiher and have been do¬ 
mesticated for long periods. Should tbe cross be made, 
wbicb ia very doubirul, the prislucc would be non-produc¬ 
tive. It is known that the hybrid of the wild and tame 
goose are nut prolific, as well aa ibu croas of the guinea and 
the common fowl, the pea fowl and guinea, tbe (teadowl 
and turkey, and iiisDy uibers that are occasionally met with. 
No benefll could be derived from tbe production of such a 
DOW bird, and tbe experiment, notwilbslanding It would be 
ioiereetiug in the extreme If succeislul, could nut be looked 
upon but as a fancy of UtUe value. Homo.

The Pox Gan. 

BiLtaDALi, MioaioAa. 

Sditiir CnicAoo Field: —It seems siiecUlly »ppru|>rlste 
that uur Cvnieoolul year should be marked by the crowning 
achieveiiicnl of American genius In ibe introduction of a 
gun that is destined to eclipse all others for beauty of flnish, 
soundness of principal, and that thorough workmanship 
which insures permanence and lasting quality, joined to 
bard bitting and a close pattern. This is a strong state¬ 
ment, but a careful examination and trial of ihe Fox gun 
warrants me in Ibe assertion. Uutil lately 1 have been a 
firm believer in the great su|)eriority of English over Amer¬ 
ican guns. This has not been a blind prejudice, or a fancy 
for a foreign arlicte simply because it is imported, but the 
result of a conviction springing from considerable experience 
with American breech-loaders. Accident brought the Fox 
gun to my notice, and an ample, thorough trial both in 
and out of the Held has satisfied me that it is (As 
gun of the day. a belief in which I think all sportsmen will 
join if they will examine this guu and note Its peculiarities. 

The drst and great advantage of the Fox is, that it entire¬ 
ly does away with the strain u|K>n the hinge {dn that has 
always been acknowledged us the weak point in other 
breech-loading systems. 1 know that this has been in a 
measure counteracted by various devices, but as the more 
mechanism there is the more complicated the weapon must 
be, and as, moreover, the best tempered metal will give 
way under constant work, it must be evident that a gun so 
built that tlurt can be no strain upon any part, will out 
last all others. In the Fox gun the wear and tear is re¬ 
duced to the minimum, a triHing friction, unavoidable wher¬ 
ever one piece of metal moves upon another being abso¬ 
lutely all that there is. This friction is so slight that even 
if no compensation was provided, the gun would probably 
outlast its owner, but to render looseness of the 
barrels impossible, a compensator is attached that 
by a single turn of a screw, will make up 
for the wear of years. With ordinary usage this gun can¬ 
not give out in a lifetime and tne recognition of this fact 
gives its possessor that contidcnce In his weapon which adds 
BO mateiiully to pleasure in its use. 

A second peculiarity is met with in attaching the barrels. 
There is in the Fox no bolt to dislodge, no fore-end to take 
off; all that is necessary to remove the barrels is to turn the 
gun upside down, push in the extractor and press down 
upon tls spring with the thumb of the left hand, while the 
right carries the stock to the right and lifts it from its rest. 
The attachment is equally simple, and the gun cun be hung 
and unhung far mure easily, and in one-quarter the time 
needed fur the old style of fastening. 

The action of the Fox is a novel one, the barrels 
swinging to the right to receive the shells instead 
of tipping. The gun has no binge pin, but a 
strong pivot, or bolt, upon which the barrels 
turn. To a sportsman who has been used to the old 
style the side swing may, before trial, appear less con¬ 
venient than the tiji, but ttve minutes experience will satisfy 
any candid man that this is an error, and that the gun can be 
opened and closed as easily and quickly as any other, while 
the balance in the band is even more perfect. From first to 
Inst there is no jar, everything working smoothly and eas¬ 
ily, all points close and perfect in tilting, and the final lock¬ 
ing when the barrels arc closed, strong enough for all possi¬ 
ble contingencies. 

As the shouting power of it (gun depends more upon the 
boring than the principles of general build, I have said 
nothing upon that ]>oini, nor will 1 now go into particulars 
as to target tests, or tell of Ibe long shuts I have made in 
the Held, simply stating that my Fox is the hardest-hitting, 
cleanest killing gun I ever put to my face, and that it is my 
honest conviction that os a natiuu we have reason to be 
proud of this invenlon, and us sportsmen will find this guu 
meets our requirements better than any other.

The Quail. 

Kock Islahd, Jsn S, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field. —It may be of interest to your 
readers to hear of something about our favorite game bird 
the quail. 

The quail has not a strong head, it is true, but maternal 
devotion is so manifested in this poor little creature, that 
its heart must be the great source of intelligence. 

We do not know a better assorted union than that of the 
quail. The mule once mated is as tender uud faithful as 
his companion. Bulb love with all their heart without fear 
or hesitation. The female deposits about twenty eggs on 
which she sits with unequalled ardor during twenty-four 
days, and takes cate to place them in such order that every 
one shall receive an equal amount of beat from her body. 
During the whole time of incubation, the male, a model 
husband, is ever by the side of his companion with a solici 
tude, a happiness, and a kind of rapturous udmiratiun, being 
ever ready to accompany her when she leaves the nest in 
search ol food. As soon as the little ones are batched, he 
shares with the mother the cares of their education. They 
lead them in common, call them incessantly, show them 
the food suitable for them, and teach them bow to procure 
it by Bcrutcbing the earth with their claws. It is not an un¬ 
common thing to see the old birds sitting down side by side, 
fheir wings covering the little ones, whose beads are peep¬ 
ing out on all sides. Then if the sport-snian's dog having 
scented the nest, ap|iroacbes too near, it is always the male 
who lakes flight first uttering cries of distress, which betray 
bis agony, lie does not go away far; but stays at the dis¬ 
tance of thirty or forty paces hoping that all is not lost,aud 
that the dog will have pity on his lieloved family. But no! 
The dog knows no pitv for them. Their paternal love can 
no longer be resiraiued, the poor bird not regarding his own 
weakness, sometimes even beats the dog with his wings. 
In a little time be again takes flight, but heavily dragging 
his wings as if to attract the enemy by the hope of an easy 
prey, always flying far enough to escape being taken, but 
not far enough to discourage the B|x>rtsnian. Thus he con¬ 
trives to draw him further and further from the brood. 

Juno attributes this sagacious manoeuvre also to take to 
mother bird. Buffon says that the female takes flight the 
instant after the male; always goes farther and in another 
direction. She does not despair; but returns immediately, 
running along the furrows and approaching her little ones, 
all hidden in the grass, gathers them togvtiior quickly, and 
before the dog returns from pursuing the male she has con¬ 
veyed them far away without the sportsman bearing the 
least sound. _ _ _ 1-'- G-

Game Notes kkom Racine. —Racine, Jan. 2, 19177.—Editor 
Chicago Field :—As the sbuoting season is now closed and 
the guus put aside until spring, 1 would like the privilege of 
giving in my evidence. The past season has been a mior 
one; no snipe in the spring or fall, but few ducks, ebirkens 
scarce and wild, having been hunted before the law was 
out by parties from Milwaukee, who would come down on 
the cars on Saturday night, snoot all day Sundav, and then 
slip back Sunday night or Monday morning with their ill- 
^itten gains. We are talking of having a sporlamen's club 
this season with suffleient help to lay for these parties, and 
if we are successful they may rest assured they will have 
to come doten. I thiuk our quails a. e nearly, if not all. frozen 
to death. I was out on December 30, and found six in a 
little bunch frozen stiff, and they were in a sheltered local¬ 
ity at that. 

1 noticed in your is.sue of Dec. 9 an arlicic by “One of the 
Boys,” from Guthrie, Ills., in which be slates that the boys 
with 12 gua^ guns, using 3 to 5 drachms of powder, failed 
to secure the much coveted chickens. And in the same 
Field an article from “Brant," entitled “Shooting at 
Spoon-bill Point,” in which be states that the Patrick 
Bi others, with 12 bore 7j pound guns, using 3j drachms of 
(lowder and 1 oz. shot, killed their ducks neatly and at all 
distances. Query: are the 12-bore guns so much jioorer at 
Guthrie, III., than at Kankakee marsh, in Indiana? If so I 
will order a 12-bore from Spoonbill Point, when the one I 
now have is done fur. I always supposed that a gun which 
would kill ducks neatly and at all distances was plenty 
heavy enough for any chicken that flies. 

As to the Chicago Field, it is the boss paper. I have 
stopped the Rod and Oun, and take only the Chicago 
Field. I think so much of “Mohawk" that whenever be is 
editor of, and Burges a writer for a paper, I am there cash in 
advance; (by the wav ibat dun did’nt birnpen to hit me). 1 
respectfully ask of W. L. Nicholson, D. O. of B., and all the 
others in the same boat, give us a rest It remind.s me 
of the time when our editor bad a mighty battle with 
Llewcllin, Dog Whip and Buckell which I have since made 
up my mind was only to sell dogs. If D. O. of B. has 
stretched the truth a little we did not know it, “and where 
ignorauco is bliss I’is folly to be wise;” at the least the 
mailer is worse than when Nicholson entered the lists as the 
champion of truth. And by bis own story there was noth¬ 
ing improbable in Ihe amount of game bagged, also bow 
does he knoui that the party did not bag the amount of game 
stated; was he there.and with them all through the bunt? If 
nolbemusldepend upon another’s words,and who will vouch 
fur bis veracity. 

If the kennel register is to be of any benefit to the breed¬ 
ers of dugs, I would recommend that when a person sends 
the pedigree of his dogs he will use every precaution to 
have them coireel. I say this for the reason that 1 saw an 
incorrect pedigree inserted in your issue of Dec. '20lh.

The Game Laws. —Elgin, III., Jun. 15, 1877 .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—In accordance with the expressed wish ol 
the lion. J. L. Pratt, President of our Blate Association, 
that sportsmen from all parts of the State present their 
views on the subject of a revision of our game laws, 1 mod¬ 
estly submit the following observations. 

First, I fully concur in Mr. Pratt’s suggestion referring to 
Jack snipe and golden plover. Upland plover, however, need 
protection as they breed in this State. As to ducks, I be¬ 
lieve only four varieties, viz: mallards, wood or summer 
ducks, and the blue-winged and green-winged teals, remain 
in this latitude to breed, hence do not consider it necessary 
to protect the other members of the family. The four vuit 
eiies named I think should nut be shot in the spring at all. 
With reference to the protection of our little favorite, ihib 
White, or the quail, it seems to me that they cannot be pro¬ 
tected too much. Between cold winters and unfavorable 
breeding seasons, they have been neatly exterminated in this 
part of the Stale, and under the must favorable circum 
stances it will take a long time fur them to become plenty 
once.more. Taking gan.e by means of traps should be en¬ 
tirely prohibited. If it is desiniblc to protect insectivorous 
birds, why not make a more complete enumeration of them 
than the one found in our present game laws, which includes 
that detestable frecoooter, the blue Jay, and from.wbicb are 
omitted such as the wuxwing, sapsuckers, and a host of oth¬ 
ers, that it is needless to name here. 

And in all seriousness is it not high lime to do something 
for the pigeon besides shooting it from the lra |)—at all sea¬ 
sons. When the bird that was once so numerous that 
our great naturalists were staggered in their 
efforts at compulation, has become so rare that 
money can scarcely procure it for the trap, is it not in or¬ 
der to reflect and make an effort at reparation by extend¬ 
ing to it Ibe protection accorded other birds known as game!

The Qdail in Ohio.— Wooster, Ohio, Jan. LI, lb77.— 
Editor Chicago Field .—As the cold weather continues our 
chances for spiirt the coming Fall are becoming lessened 
every day. Quails arc suffering very much of late from cold 
and snow, and fears are entcriaioed of their being able to 
Bland it much lunger. I have it from reliable information 
that In some localities whole covies have been found frozen 
os they were huddled together. The snow being deep and 
cold s.-vere, the birds with an empty craw thus cannot 
stand it very long, and will soon perish. Several gen'lemen 
of this place have taken time by the fore-lock and gathered 
a few dozen together to be turned out in the Spring regard¬ 
less of the closed season and the penalties attached there to, 
thinking that it would be an act of humanity toward the 
little beauties to save a few of them. Small game of all 
kinds was very plenty here last fall, and the <|uail law wsa 
generally resjnecled. Killbdck. 

[Note BT Editou.—I t would be well if the quail trap 
shoutL-rs would follow the example of these gentlemen.] 


—Mr. John Steere, of Santa Monica, killed in that vicin¬ 
ity, from the Ist of October to the 1st of January, 1,087 
ducks, quite a number of geese, sod hundreds of plover, 
snipe and quail. 


Washington Notes. —Washington, D. C., Jan. 17,1877. 
Editor Chicago Field :—Old “Indications" declines to in¬ 
terfere in behalf of the shooters in this locality, and the re¬ 
sult is that the Potomac is closely locked in ice (20 
inches thick) os far down as City Point. Our duckers have 
become desperate, and little squads are made up and sud¬ 
denly disappear, and the first we hear of them they are in 
Currituck Sound, kdling ducks and geese by boat loads. 
One u|ihulaterer was willing to pay a good price for feath¬ 
ers and to pay for hauling them, but says the 
parties of the first part failed to keep up the contract. 

One parly, in which was a imimincnt young lawyer. 
Just before the last great snow storm and heavy freeze, 
started from Baltimore in one of the Bay steamers, and all 
the way down was tolling how many ducks would be 
brought to bag by his gun (a borrowed one), and enjoying 
resting bis weary bones on the feather bed, which would 
be made from the plumage of the slain ducks. The trip 
down was all right. The parly became guests of one of the 
ducking clubs owning the different snores, and were made 
as comfortable as possible. The snow storm e.ameon and the 
freeze. Boats stopped running, and it was a number ofjiuiles 
by land to the nearest railroad. Tlie duck shooting lawyer 
has an interesting wife who does not admire sliiMiting, and 
from her we learn Ibe balance of the tale. After the lapse of 
many days her leige lord returned, bringing (our sorry-look- 
ing canvas-buck duck.s, and staling he could have brought 
more but they found so m luy other tilings to iiiiercst them 
they did not shoot much. No umiiiunition was brought 
home, and, on summing up Ihe cost, it was found the ducks 
came to a bit over $25 a piece, and the madam has now a 
basket-pbaeton and the promise of a silk dress in the Spring. 

Duck boxes are laid up for w unt of use, and 
the decoys still have the cords and aiiehors wrapped around 
them. Shells loaded with big shot will have to be laid 
awiw until the river clears.

Protect the Birds.— Philadelphia, Jan. 8, 1877.— ^dt- 
tor Chicago Field :—If all the sportsmen’s clubs tbruogbuut 
Ibe country would lake the same interest in the proteclion 
of game birds and in the pmseculiun of viiilalors of the 
game laws as the West Jersey Game Protective Society and 
the Phlladelpbia Spoilsmen’s Club, there would, without 
doubt, be belter shooting and fewer violators of the same. 
In October last the West Jersey Society ari-ested a market 
shooter at Vineland, N. J., who had taken a box, containing 
24 quails and two ruB'ed grouse to the depot fur shiiimenl to 
a firm of game dealers in Philadelphia named Tevis & 
Broome, as a letter on the inside and the address on the 
outside of the box testified. He was at once arresicd, taken 
before a justice of the peace, and held to appear at court. 
The decision was to have been given yesterday; the penalty 
was a fine of $390, or imprisonment for 13 months. There 
has been received quite a number of memorials by the So¬ 
ciety requesting them not to prosecute the case, as the cul¬ 
prit was a poor man and had a family depending 
on him for support, and in event of his going to prison, 
(us be was unable to pay the fine,) that be would have 
to be provided for by the county; but it was decided bv the 
associuliun that the prosecution go un. At this writing I 
have not heard what the sentence was, but will try to vive 
It to you in my next. The Philadeiphia Sportsmen’s Club 
have arrested a firm doing business in that city for having 
thirty-one and a half dozen quuils in their possession ana 
offering the same for sale Ihirly days after the cxpiraliou of 
the season. They bad a heuring before niagirtrule List and 
were held to court; the penalty in this ca>e is $1,890, $j for 
each bird. Will advise you of the proceedings as this case 
progresses. 

The two clubs have also purchased upwards of 2,000 live 
quuils to turn out in the Spring, as without doubt the birds 
have suffered greatly by reason of the recent cold and 
stormy weather, and unless some such action is taken quail 
shooting will be very poor next season. 

‘Thus you see Eastern sportsmen are not idle, but are 
doing the best they can for the good of the birds in general, 
and Bob White in particular. Ameuicdb.
